Winter is approaching, . -and finds the patients without 
suitable clothes, and this small sum is inadequate for the 
purchase of. the necessary garments: for keeping them

The cost to the State of the patients, per capita, has 
been about $188, which we submit has been as little as 
could possibly have been expended and do justice to the 
unfortunate inmates. This includes food, clothing, médi- 
cine, hire of attendants, rent of premises and buildings, 
and salary of physieian and steward. The property of the 
hospital consists in a pair of mules and wagon, the neces- 
sary beds and bedding, some dining room and kitchen fur- 
niture, and the contents of the dispensary, which does not 
amount to much. Ihe rent paid for the building and 
premises, the same as described in last report, is $30 per 
month. The question of. extending further, aid to these 
unfortunates must be determined by the Legislature. We: 
see, though, no other way to dispose of them, other than 
continue to aid them by State appropriation, as it would 
be manifestly unjust to throw the whole burden on Talla- 
dega county. All of which is respectfully submitted.

Annual Report of Freedman’s Hospital near Talladega, 
Alabama, from November 1st, 1869, to November Ist, 1870, 
inclusive, and would most respectfully eall your attention 
.to the same. You will see by reference to the column of 
deaths, we have just one half the number ‘reported at the 
last—only six deaths occurring during t his last year—there- 
fore we can safely say the sanitary condition of the hos- 
pital is better than at any prévious date. You will also 
observe the diseases attdched to their respective names. 
This does not precisely, nor is it intended to represent all 
` the diseases treated during the year, but; only such as they 
were laboring under at the time of admission. We have 
had an epidemic of Rubola-—seventeen cases in all, of a 
mild character and very tractable; losing none, All the 
. 7 with one exception, were of old or'irremediable ca- 
. This exception was a child two years old, as you will 

n obs the report; and died of croup before I could reach 
the Hospital. i "S
